One in three 
plays soccer 


Aimost one in three Austra- 
lian youngsters from eight to 
16 years is playing soccer. 

These figures have been as- 
sessed by ASF Junior Develop- 
ment Officer Brian Emery. 

At March 1978 1,150,000 of 
the male population were in this 
age group. 

This year there are 183,000 
registered juniors and 195,000 
school players, and 
percentage-wise the total of 
378,000 works out at an excel- 
lent 33% of the section of the 
population invoived. 

Perhaps allowance should be 
made for school players who are 
over 16, but if any adjustment 
were hecessary the percentage 
would still remain above 30. 


The ASF figures can more eas- 
ily be examined by comparing 
the juniors (excluding school- 
boys) totals against the indi- 
vidual State’s 8-18 populations. 

In this category NSW is far 
ahead with 95,500 players and a 
24.5 playing percentage. 

Victoria (9.37) and Western 
Australia (10.24) are lowest on 
the scale. - 

Tasmania has grown tre- 
mendously to 18.7%, and ACT, 
once low on the soccer scale, are 
up to an excellent 21.5. 

The total number of schools 
and junior players has reached

“Local, or district sides which 
have had some success do get 
reasonable support — such as 
Sutherland.
